Korean Orphan Thru Compassion 


In May, 1964 the boys of Camp 
LaVictoire applied to Compas- 
sion, Inc. for sponsorship of a 
Korean Orphan. Compassion is 
a Christian organization which 
finds American sponsors for 
thousands of ‘Korean children 
who have been’ left homeless, 
During June, .1964 the boys 
“adopted” Hwang Jong Ki and 
agreed to send $10.00 each month’ 
which provides him with the 
basic necessities in that counfry. 

All of the boys who were in the 
original group have~been- gone 
for over two years. HoweVer, 
the idea has been perpetuated 
and the boys continue to chip 
in part of their weekly earnings 
of $1.50 toward maintaining 
“their brother,’’ Support of the 
orphan comes entirely from the 
boys’ personal accounts. 

At the time the Camp LaVic- 
toiré boys began sponsorship of 
Ki, the little Korean boy was 
only 8 years old.
